ON NEW CTY HALL 
STE 1 SUGGESTED 


Council Studying Ways of Get- 
ting Public View on 
Location 





Faced with the necessity of an 
early decision, Upland city coun- 
cilmen are today studying ways 
and means of best determining 
where the general public wants 
the new city hall placed. 

Calling of a special election to 
decide the issue was suggested at 
the city council meeting isst 
night. Also considered was the 
advisability of a postal card poll. 

‘While the councilmen have not 
gone on record in regard to the 
matter, it is understood the of- 
ficlals favor the site on Second 
avenue at D street. 

On file, however, is a petition 
signed by some officials of citrus 
asscctations, some business men 
and others asking that the struc- 
ture be placed on the site now 
occupied by the police station and 
adjacent p-operty. 

In the meantime final stepsare 
being taken in filing the city hall 
project with the WPA. 

Richard G. Manley, city man- 
ager, said he had been told that 
if the city proceeded to use the 
D street site a special” election 
would be called in the matter. 

Such an election would perhaps 
delay or even kill the WPA proj- 
ect after it had been approved, it 
was reported. 

Under the circumstances, the 
city cfficials considered the ad- 
visability of calling a special 
election as soon as possible and 
definitely settling the matter. Ed- 
ward E. Gray, city attorney, ex- 
preased the belief that in any 
event the final decision would be 
up to the council. 

The D street property, on which 
is now located the fire station, 
‘wag purchased in 1911,, a bond 
issue having been voted. <A hur- 
ried perusal of the records by 
City Clerk E. C. Mehl revealed 
that the property was purchased 
as a “public building site." He 
is going to study the proceedings 
thoroughly to determine if any 
definite restrictions were em- 
bodied in the action. Bonls are 
still outstanding for the property, 
the city paying on them annually. 

Those favoring the police sta- 
tion site contend that the munic- 
ipal building would be in an area 
recently improved with a new 
Exchange office and Santa Fe 
station, would tend to centralize 
the business community and 
would further improve the dis- 
trict. The two buildings between 
the police station and the new 
Exchange building would be razed 
to provide a large enough site, 
under the suggested change in 
the aite. 

City officials pointed out that 
a change in the site from D street 
might mean the loss of any 
chance to get WPA assistance 
and would mean an additions] 
outlay of many thousands of dol- 
lare in obtaining additional land, 
in clearing the site and in getting 
new construction plans

CHAFFEY SAVINGS 





50 Cents Per $100 for Five! 


Years Is New Scale in 
Effect Today 





Making possible a saving of sev- 


[eral hundred dollars annually is 


the new €asvrance rate adopted 
this week by the Chaffey board of 
education. The new rate of 50 
cents for each $100 for five years 
covers all the buildings on the 
Chaffey campus. 

For the first time in history the 
rate ig that low and for the first 


'time the same rate applies to all 


the Chaffey buildings. The for- 
mer rate was 35 cents for three 
years on the junior college build- 
ings and 46 cents for three years 
on the high school buildings. 

Several factors are responsible 
for the all-time record low rate. 
The major reason is reported to 
be the fact that almost every 
structure is new and consequently 
more fire resistant. Another rea- 
son is a change in the law permit- 
ting insurance on school buildings 
to be written for a five-year per- 
iod instead of threé years. 

The new rate culminates many 
months of study on the part of 
the Chaffey board of education 


members. More than a year ago; 


the school property was appraised 
to determine the total insurance 
needed. 

The insurance business will be 
divided by the board among Up- 
land and Ontario agents on the 
basis of ratings. This plan of di- 
viding up the business has been in 
effect for several years.

Mounting Costs of Local Relief 


The continual rapid increase in the relief costs is causing a 
great deal of worry—-especially among property owners, upon| 
whom most of the cost is thrown and whieh is rapidly getting 
to the point where property owners cannot meet the cost. It 
is therefore easily seen that property must be relieved and that 


this tax must be raised by some other method—and perhaps the 
transaction tax is the solution. 

In discussing the relief problem particularly as it affects 
this county the San Bernardino Sun, in quoting figures re- 
cently given out by the California Taxpayers association, says: 

Taxpayers are taking heed as to the increased financial 
burden that welfare activities of various kinds are placing 
on the owners of homes and farms and other real property. « 

According to the Caiifornia Taxpayers association the 
welfare case load of San Bernardino county increased 43.2 
per cent between January and October of 1937, jumping 
from a total of 3,350 persons in January to 4,796 in October. 
The list includes the needy aged, the blind, orphans and the 
unemployable indigents. 

The number of aged receiving aid increased from 2,236 
in January to 3,286 in October, the blind case load increas- 
ed from 72 in January to 98 in October, orphans totalled 
431 in January and 573 in October, unemployable indigents 
increased from 611 in January to 839 in October. 

Translated into costs for the taxpayers of San Bernar- 
dino county the figures are: Budget allowances for the 
fiseal year 1937-38 $2,115,848 as compared with welfare ex- 
penditures of $1,081,966 for the previous year. 

In the state as a whole the welfare case load increased 
from 133,094 for January to 157,853 for October, an in- 
crease of 18.6 per cent. The number of needy aged per- 
sons receiving relief in the state increased from 65,755 in 
January to 89,168 in October, an increase of 35.6 per cent. 

The figures indicate clearly why owners of homes and _ | 
farms are protesting that the burden cannot be placed up- 
on their shoulders. The vast majority of home and farm 
owners are barely able to provide for themselves. They in- 
sist there must be a broader tax base for such expenses, 
particularly the cost of old age pensions. 

The next session of the legislature will be confronted 
with the demand for a shifting of the responsibility for the 
expense of old age pensions. The proposal that a portion 
of the sales tax be used to carry what is now the counties’ 
share of old age pensions is gaining support. 

The movement is a beginning of recognition that old 
age pensions must be supported by some sort of a trans- 
action act. The first step will probably be to place the 
local responsibility under the present arrangement fully up- 
on the state. That accomplished, the drive should proceed 
to make effective the idea that a broad national tax shall 
be levied to finance all pensions; that such a tax should 
be based on a pay-as-we-go theory, and we know of no 
better suggestion than the transaction act, with such ad- 
justments as are needed to guard against making one line 
of industry carry more than a competing line.

The employers of the nation—who during 1937 paid ap-} 


proximately $900,000,000 in pay roll taxes—began paying an 
increased rate this week, from two to three per cent. As a re- 
sult the pay roll tax during 1938 will take about $1,350,000,000 
from the till, it is estimated by the Social Security Board. In 
three states—California, Rhode Island and New Jersey—where 
the employes also pay part of this tax, which goes into the un- 
employment insurance fund, the employe tax is also increased. 
The tax for unemployment is not a part of the old age benefits 
tax of the Social Security Act, which is also levied upon em- 
ployer and employe alike. This tax remains at one per cent 
—paid both by employer and employe—until 1939, after which 
it will be graduated until it reaches three per cent in 1949.
